explorer, discovered the harbor in 
1519. 
It has seen buccaneers return­ 
ing with plunder from the Spanish 
Main when this place was a pirate 
stronghold and has watched the 
growth of Corpus Christi since it 
started in 1839—three years 
af­ 
ter Texas became a Republic. 
Now the towering white cliff’s 
been blasted down and it’s gleam­ 
ing sands have been scattered and 
packed to make the nation’s larg­ 
est Naval Air Training Station. 
Larger than Pensacola’s itself, 
this base covers 2,000 acres and 
will cost $25,000,000. 2,400 Cadets, 
taking six-month courses, are ex­ 
pected to be in training at all 
times, the station turning out 300 
full-fledged pilots each month. It 
was started last July and will be 
in full operation next June when 
1,000 officers. 6,000 enlisted men 
and 1,500 civilian employees take 
over.

Camp Joseph T. Robinson, Ark. 
—Two bright red fire engines keep 
the camp fires under control for 
the 35th Division, encamped for 
a year of training here at Camp 
Robinson. 
They also provide 
excitement 
for the 20,000 soldiers here, for 
the wail of their sirens gives a 
man in khaki the same thrill as 
it does his civilian cousin. 
So far, only five fires have been 
reported in this army camp city 
of 5,000 tents. One burned the 
wall and ceiling of a kitchen when 
hot grease ignited; 
another 
de­ 
stroyed a supply tent, a third in­ 
jured a soldier, and two set sol­ 
diers’ tents ablaze. 
To combat fires, five 
modern 
fire stations will be established in 
the camp, each with its own en­ 
gine, which will speed to a blaze 
before the last notes of fire call 
are sounded. 


SOLDIERS MAN TRUCKS 


Fire trucks are manned by the, 
soldiers themselves, under direc­ 
tion of three civilian experts. Al-j 
though the firemen will use chem­ 
ical 
extinguishers, 
the 
trucks 
carry a water supply in booster 
tanks and can clamp hoses on hy­ 
drants if necessary.

At the first notes of fire call,

bucket brigade. The chances are 
that the blaze will be well under 
control before the truck even ar­ 
rives. 
The truck’s siren stirs up the 
same tenseness among soldiers at 
it does in any city, and sad are 
the men at drill who can not drop 
their tasks to follow the engine. 
Although blue denim work clothes 
replace the helmets and slickers 
of the civilian firemen, the camp 
firefighters take on all the glam­ 
our of their city brothers as they 
cling to the speeding truck. 


BARRELS FULL OF WATER 


Fire barrels, in each company 
area, are kept full of water. They 
form the center of the company 
fire-fighting system. The soldiers 
are trained by fire drills to drop 
whatever they are doing at the 
sound of the bugle and form for 
emergency duty.

regiment, 
the 137th Infantry of Kansas, sim­ 
ulates conflagrations 
in 
various 
sections of the area and times its 
men on how quickly the blazes 
can be put out. 
To aid in mobilizing manpower 
quickly against fire, the camp is 
divided into nine protection zones, 
each company in a zone is ex­ 
pected to have men ready to rush 
to a blaze if needed.

der “to prev ent a recurrence of 
some of his offenses against the 
public on our highway s." 
We must hav e strict courts and 
strict enforcement of traffic laws.

Thrill Troops 


Camp Joseph T, Robinson. Ark. 
— Two bright red fire engines keep 
the camp fires under control for 
the 35th Division, encamped for 


& year of training here at Camp 
Rnbinson. 
They also provide 
excitement 
for the 20.000 soldiers here, for 
the wail of their sirens gives a 
man in khaki the same thrill as 
it does his civilian cousin 
So far, only five fires have been 
reported in this arm y camp city 
of 5,000 tents. One burned the 
wall and ceiling of a kitchen when 
hot grease ignited: 
another 
de­ 
stroyed a supply tent, a third in­ 
jured a soldier, and two set sol­ 
diers* tents ablaze. 
To combat fires, five 
modern 
fire stations will be established in 
the camp, each with its own en­ 
gine, which will speed to a blaze 
before the last notes of fire call 
are sounded. 


SOLDIERS MAN TRUCKS 


Fire trucks are manned by the 
soldiers themselves, under direc­ 
tion of three civilian experts. A1-, 
though the firemen will use chem ­ 
ical 
extinguishers, 
the 
trucks 
carry a w ater supply in booster 
tanks and can clamp hoses on hy­ 
drants if necessary.

The chances are 
that the blaze will be well under 
control before the truck even a r­ 
rives. 
The truck's siren stirs up the 
same tenseness among soldiers ot 
it docs in any city, and sad are 
the men at drill who can not drop 
their tasks to follow the engine. 
Although blue denim work clothes 
replace the helmets and slickers 
of the civilian firemen, the camp 
firefighters take on all the glam ­ 
our of their city brothers as they 
cling to the speeding truck. 


BARRELS FULL OF WATER 


Fire barrels, in each company 
area, are kept full of water. They 
form the center of the company 
fire-fighting system. The soldiers 
arc trained by fire drills to drop 
whatever they are doing at the 
sound of the bugle and form for 
emergency duty.
